Talk of Disruption. 

But in spite of Mr. Schardt’s promise of 
neutrality there was talk that the bitter- 
ness engendered by the election might result: 
in the disruption of the federation. The 
reformers were loud in the denunciation of 
the other faction, saying that many fraudu- 
lent ballots had been cast. In proof of these 
charges it was said that the Junior Steamfit- } 
ters, an organization with only 300 members, 
but which is paying percapita on 9,000, came 
prepared to vote them all. Its forty repre- 
sentatives had to vote three times each to 
register their full strength. One of them, J. 
Nix, is said to have voted nine times. 

“ Tt ig outrageous,”’ said J. F. O’ Neill of the 
freight handiers. ‘“‘It was a struggle be- 
tween decency and corruption, and if we 
lose it will be a hard setback for decency.

Dr. Schrader, professor at the Kaiser Wwil- 
helm gymnmasium:at Hanover, has perfected 
an instrument that measures the time 
elapsing in the reaction of the sensorium 
after mental exertion. The principle upon 
which it is based is that mental work pro- 
duces a fatigue of the nerve centers. 

The measurement of fatigue during class- 
room work generally shows that history 
makes but a slight call on the mental power. 
Geometry and Latin are far more exhaust- 
ing. During the study of Latin the nerve 
power is reduced one-quarter and rhemory 
appears to suffer greatly. 


RAILWAY ACCIDENTS ARE MANY. 


Interstate Commerce Report Shows 345 
Killed and 11,162 Hurt During 
Three Months. 


prepared by the interstate commerce com- 
mission shows that during the three months 
ended Sept. 30, 1902, there were 263 persons 
killed and 2,613 injured In train accidents. 

Other kinds of accidents, Including those 
sustained by employés while at work and 
by passengers in getting om or off the cars, 
etc., bring the total number of casualties up 
to 12,007, the killed numbering 345 and the 
injured 11,162.

BERLIN, Jan. 18.—Prof. William Dunbar, 
a native of St. Paul, Minn., now at the head 
of the famous Hygienic institute at Ham- 
burg, has discovered a cure for hay fever. 

Prof. Dunbar says that the disease is | 
caused by the pollens of gramines (grasses). 
Rye pollens, for example, contain a substance 
which dTSsolves in the blood and acts on hay | 
fever patients as a specific, violent poison. 
Dr, Dunbar’s cure is a toxine made of serum | 
taken from rabbits. It is obtained by inoc- 
ulating these animals with poison extracted | 
from pollens of various kinds of grasses. 
The method of using the cure is a simple one. 
The patient remains indoors from six to 
eight weeks, with closed windows, during 
which time he is treated with the serum. 


How He Discovered It. 

Prof. Dunbar, who is himself a hay fever 
victim, made his discovery while traveling 
from Hamburg to Berlin on a railway train 
with open windows. Passing through a rye 
field he was attacked by the disease, but 
when he closed the windows the irritation 
at once decreased. Following up this chante } 
} sce further, he found that by keeping 

windows closed his sickness gradually 
disappeared. He now says that the hay 
fever bacillus does not multiply in the body 
of the patient. The serum also hase no effect 
on a healthy body, but only on those who are 
afflicted with hay fever. 


Is a Noted Biologist. 
Prof. Dunbar t one of the most noted 
biologists of Germany. He came to this. 
country from St. Paul as a boy. He at- 


German universities. When the Hygienic 
institute was opened in Hamburg Dunbar 
was appointed director of it. He distin- 
guished himself at the time of the last 
cholera epidemic. The Hygienic institute 
was in complete control of the carrying out 
of all sanitary regulations of the German 
government regarding the exclusion 
American imports for alleged h 
reason. 

Prof. Dunbar has won the highest esteem 
of Prof. Koch, who frequently visited the 
institute.

“ All the men who.are indicted have been _ 
under fire by the jury, and any one who has q 
closely followed the newspaper accounts of 
the investigation can name the list of men 
and associations. The charges against them 
would be obvious after the names were se- 

leeted,.”’ 

Based on Variety of Charges. 
It ‘is understood that the true bills name “| 
not only individuals but groups of coal men, . 
and are based on the following charges: . 
Conspiracy in restraint of trade. ee 
Unlawful combinations to fix prices. - 
Blacklisting of certain dealers and large 
consumers by retailers, especially members 3 
of the Retail] Dealers’ association of Hlinote’ 
and Wisconsin. 
Other organizations of coal men thought to - 
be involved ate the Illinois Coal Operators’ _ 
association and Its ctals, or some of them 
at least, and the alleged combination of mine : 
cperators and dealers in which Walter 6. 
Boyle is particularly interested. 


In contrast to these, a member of the — 
grand jury stated that several Chicago deal- — 
ers had been exculpated, and that the jurors ; 
were convinced several ago that the .@ 
railways Were not to blamie for the soft coal “ 
crisis. He stated also that the investigators 
were incensed at the action of the members _ 
of the Illinois Manufacturers’ association, it 
who, he said, “ first inspired the investiza- 
tion and later *sidestepped.’” The. report 
to be presented this morning, he said, might - 
include some caustic reference to this change > 
of face. This, however, is one of the mat- ; 
ters to be decided when the grand jury re- _ 
convenes this morning. 


Work Behind Closed Doors. 


The winding up of the week of inquiry and 
the drawing of the true bills involved a vast 
amount of labor yesterday. During all the 
hours Mr. Deneen and his assistants labored 
in the Criminal court building they worked 
behind locked doors. Even when the task 
was done Mr. Deneen would say nothing. 

‘*Our work Is finished,’’ was all he would 
admit. ‘‘The special grand jury will go 
before Judge McEwen at 10 o'clock in the 
morning. I cannot anticipate ite report, nor 
can I say anything as to the indictments ft 
may return. Everything liew in the hands of 
the jury. The members may reconsider any 
action they have taken when they meet in 
the morning and they may take further 
action, just as they see fit. It would be de- 
cidedly premature to give anything out me 
night.” 

‘ Statement by a Juror. 


One member of the special grand jury was 
willing to discuss guardedily the work of that 
body eince Judge McEwen outlined its labors 
a week ago Saturday.

The reason- 
able thing to suppose was that a minimum 
figure was agreed on, below which sales 
could not be made. 


One Rule as to Prices. 


“It appeared, however, that the various 
dealers followed one rule in marketing the 
coal-—to get as much as they could. The 
scarcity brought customers who made offers 
of high prices for fuel, and the coal men 
merely took all the buyer would pay. That 
is a matter, with many others, which will 
have to be further studied. The thing that 
was clear was that the combinations existed 
and were, in their own field, in full power. 

* It was impossible for the jury precisely to 
assign the fault to any paticular concern or 
association. As the inquiry went deeper and 
deeper, it was more and more apparent that 
the combinations consisted of a series of 
wheels within wheels. Above all were the 
mineowners. They seemed the first in the 
field and might be considered the most fla- 
grant violators of the laws. But the same 
men were interested in other divisions of the 
trade, and all were so interdependent. and 
worked so in harmofiy that ail that could be 
done was to find bills against all. In this« 
eonnection Mr. Bogle, who has been so 
prominentiy mentioned in the investigation 
and against whom a bill was voted, was, per« 
haps, the man who did most to secure the : 
unification of the various Interests. ,

SEW UP MAN’S HEART AND LUNG. 


St. Louis Youth Shoots Himself and 
Surgeons Perform Heroic Opera- | 
tion to Save Life. 


St. Louis, Mo., Jan. 18.—[Special. }—Edward 
Spilker, aged 19, attempted suicide this after- 
noon. He shot himself in the presence of his 
guardian. When brought to the city hos- 
pital it was found that the bullet had ef- 
tered between the fourth and fifthribs. The 
opening was enlarged two inches, exposing 
a tear three-eighths of an inch deep and 
half an inch wide over the left ventricle.

Capt. Seth L. Ellis of 
the Monomoy life saving crew got his big 
lifeboat and crew to the shore ready tor 
prompt action. The moment the schooner 
was seen to enter the line of breakers, four 
miles to windward, Capt. Ellis and his men 
with great difficulty launched the boat 
through the great waves. They made fairly 
good headway until they got out past the 
middie ground, where they met the full force 
of the great waves sweeping in from the sea. 
Then began three hours of toil for the 
hardened muscles of these heroic men. 


Lifeboat Compelled: to Anchor. 


They pressed on bravely, but when within 
about 400 yards of the schooner Capt. Ellis 
saw his boat was losing ground and was 
being driven astern. 

“Let go the anchor,” he shouted. “ We 
will lie here till we regain strength enough 
to press on again.”” Soon above the crest of 
the waves he saw the volunteers’ surf boat, 
with a crew of eight men, coming out from 
South Chatham and having a _ hard tussle 
with the gale. This boat finally reached the 
imperiled schooner and took off the captain. 

It was considered too hazardous an under- 
taking to take off all the men at once in the 
small surfboat, and so it was decided to take 
off the captain and go to the assistance of 
the Monomoy boat, which was believed to 
be in danger. 


All the Men Rescued. 


When the volunteers reached the lifeboat, 
however, Capt. Ellis urged them to return 
and get the others, which they did, at great 
risk of swamping. Ht was too rough, how- 
ever, to transfer the men to the lifeboat, and 
so both crews set out for Monomoy, the life 
savers following the volunteers, prepared 
to assist them should their small boat fill. 
It was not deemed wise to row to South 
Chatham in the face of the gale. 

Upon landing the frostbitten sailors were 
cared for at the life saving station, and the 
volunteers walked to their’ homes. The 
schooner probably will go to pieces before 
morning.

In the last year the office of statistician 
has been created, and Chris Evans, its occu- 
pant, who is one of the best informed men in 
the ranks of the miners, has been at work 
compiling information regarding market con- 
ditions, the prices the operators have been 
receiving for coal, what their profits have 
been, and also information concerning what 
part of the profits the miners have been re- 
ceiving. 

In other years the miners have been placed 
ata disadvantage in meeting the statements 
‘of the operators concerning profits by not 
having carefully prepared data of this kind.

FIGHT ON GAR LINE 


LIVELY DEBATE PROMISED FOR 
THE COUNCIL TONIGHT. 


Three Bills Dealing with Municipal 
Ownership Will Come Before the 
Aldermen and They Are Expected 
to Decide on Which One They 
Would Prefer Should Be Submitted 
to the Legislatuare—Blocki Will Sub- 
mit Plan for Buying Coal. 


Municipal ownership will be the subject of 
prolonged debate at the meeting of the city 
counpell this evening. Three separate propo- 
sitions will be before the body, known as 
the Finn, the Bennett, and the Jackson 
bills, but the Bennett bill probably will be 
withdrawn and the others voted on. 

The first proposition is the report of the 
mayor's special committee, of which Ald. 
Finn is chairman, and provides for a bill 
which not only enables the city to acquire the 
ownership of street raflway lines and operate 
them if it wants to, but also prescribes in 
some detail the manner in which the lines 
shall be run if the city assumes charge of 
them, Provision is made for raising the 
money to buy the lines, and a number of 
referendums are provided for, including one 
on any franchise ordinance which may be 
‘passed pending municipal ownership. 

The Jackson substitute is a simple enabling 
act with a provision for a single referendum 
and that on the question of whether the city 
shall purchase the lines. It also provides 
for a bond issue, but strictly reserves ali 
profits which may be derived from operating 
the lines for a street car fund, which is to be 
used to pay interest on the bonds and pro- 
vide a sinking fund. It provides that none 
of the money shal! be used for any municipal 
purpose until the city owns the lines clear 
of all debt. | 


Plans for Referendum Vary. 


While the Finn bill would allow: the city 
to go into the stret car business by a ma- 
jority of the number of votes cast on the 
referendum, the Jackson one provides that 
the proposition to buy the lines must have a 
majority of the total number of votes cast at 
the election at which the proposition is sub- 
mitted. The proposition to operate the lines 
must have 60 per cent of such votes. 

The argument made by the friends of the 
Finn bill is that it not only is a more com- 
prehensive measure than the other but pro- 
vides for a referendum on any franchise 
extension ordinance submitted to the coun- 

eit. The advocates of the Jackson measures 
object to the other on the ground it violates 
the principle of home rule in allowing Spring- 
field to fix terms instead of Chicago. They 
argue that with a simple enabling act the 
city council can do the rest. 

The mayor favors the Finn bill and the 
committee on local transportation is back 
of the other. The latter committee will ask 
authority from the council to employ special 
counsel to act with the corporation counsel 
fin the preparation of franchise extension or- 
dinances. This it is expected to pass without 
opposition, the mayor being delegated to 
select the lawyer, 


Blocki to Submit Coal Plan. 


Commissioner of Public Works Block! will 
ask the counci] for permission to pay the cur- 
rent bills for coal between now and such time 
as the regular appropriation becomes avail- 
able. While the city’s coal] contracts expire 
on Jan. 31, the commissioner took advantage. 
of an option of a ninety day extension at last 
summer's prices and the coal dealers agreed 
to furnish the coal at these figures if they 
could be paid for it when delivered. 

Without the order proposed they would 
have to wait for their money until the appro- 
priation bill is passed late in March.
